back in the past, she invented a long, clinging kiss that has gone down in 


history as one of the m ost startling and thoroughly exciting osculatory ef­ 


forts that has ever delighted an adm iring public, says the M ilw aukee Sen­ 


tinel. 


Just now Miss N ethersole is engaged in a spirited controversy regard­ 


ing the m orality of “ Sapho” and “ T h e Labyrinth,” tw o plays which she has 


been presenting this season. Certain critics have decided that these produc­ 


tions are immoral, and have not hesitated to tell their readers so with an 


authoritative air. 
M iss Nethersole com m enced a heavy libel suit 
against 


the newspaper which em ploys one of her severest detractors, but she felt 


the need of a further safety valve. Sa, in an article w hich occupied the 


whole first page of a Chicago paper, she gives a few of her own ideas on 


immoral plays, reaching the conclusion that none of her productions b e­ 


long in that class. 
And, after reading it, one is strongly inclined to think 


she has made out a good case 


Insisting that her “ Sapho” preaches a moral sermon as m oving as any 


preached in a church (a sentiment, by the way, w hich a good m any people 


m ay consider a trifle too strong). Miss Nethersole proceeds to tell w hat she 


thinks of the critics w ho insist that it is a pernicious production because it 


exhibits vice to the public. 
She pungently remarks that if that standard 


of criticism is to obtain, “ M acbeth” should be expunged from the stage, as 


the example of L ad y M acbeth m ight induce strong minded wom en to in­ 


cite their husbands to a similar series of homicides. She thinks the earn­ 


est young critic has equal reason to w arn his readers against 
“ V irginals," 


which, heavens knows, we alw ays considered innocuous, lest some 
doting 


parent might consider it incumbent on him to slay his daughter after w it­ 


nessing the sacrifice of the Rom an father. “ T o say that a play is immoral, 


dishonest, or wanting in virtue because the social condition of certain of its 


characters does not happen to be ail that could be wished, is calculated to 


defeat the purpose of that which is best in drama,” she says in defense of 


“ S a p h o ” 


And who shall say that she is not right, or at least m ore nearly right 


than some of her critics. A play or a book is only immoral when it pre­ 


sents vice in alluring colors, calculated to seduce the youthful and exp e­ 


rienced. 
A play which shows the inevitable 
punishment 
of 
w rongdoing 


can not be immoral in its tendencies, although perhaps certain 
dramas 


which com e under this category m ight not be just the sort 
of 
theatrical 


entertainment for the young person. 


A s a matter of fact, there is too much ill considered talk about the im ­ 


m orality of the stage at this time, and M iss Nethersole is not far 
from 


right when she says that if the writers of this kind of criticism possessed a 


m ore intimate knowledge of their subject we m ight hear considerably less 


about the evil effect of dramatic perform ances.
